ARTICLE 22. To see if the Town will vote to accept 
a By-Law establishing zoning regulations according to the 
following sections :— 


SECTION I The purpose of these regulations shall 
be to promote the welfare of the inhabitants of the Town 
of Colrain, to conserve the value of lands and buildings, to 
encourage the appropriate use of land throughout the Town 
and to preserve and increase its amenities all in accord with 
the General Laws, Tercentenary Edition of the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts, Chapter 40 A, Sections 1 through 
82 inclusive, and any amendments thereof, known as the 
Zoning-Enabling Act 1-2. 


SECTION II No dwelling may be constructed on a 
lot of less than two (2) acres, and or less frontage than 
two-hundred (200) feet. 


SECTION III All dwellings, new as well as existing 
must conform to the sanitary, safety and anti-polution codes 
of the Commonwealth. 


SECTION IV Trailers and other mobile or portable 
structures designed or used for dwelling purposes shall not 
be kept within the boundaries of the Town, unless they are 
in bonafide storage and are not being used for dwelling 
purposes, or unless they are being used as temporary camp- 
ing shelters. 


SECTION V With the exception of Article III, none 
of the above articles are to be construed as retro-active, so 
that a sub-standard or illegal dwelling already standing 
may continue to be inhabited providing that it conforms to 
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the sanitary, safety and anti-polution codes of the Com- 
monwealth. A sub-standard or illegal dwelling, however, 
may not be replaced by another sub-standard or illegal 
dwelling. 


SECTION VI No variance to these Zoning By-Laws 
may be granted which might in any way be detrimental to 
the general welfare as set forth in Section I. 


SECTION VII Enforcement of this By-Law shall be 
the responsibility of an individual appointed annually by 
the Board of Selectmen of the Town. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof at Four Usual Places in said Town, 
seven days at least before the time of holding said meet- 
ing. Hereof fail not, and make due return of this War- 
rant, with your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the 
time and place of meetings, as aforesaid. Given under our 
hands this 10th day of January in the year of our Lord one 
thousand nine hundred and sixty-nine.

(Please bring your Town Report to the meeting on February 3, 1969) 
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REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


The majority of the Finance Committee feels the urgency of 
the problem discussed in its 1968 report. A meeting in November 
specifically inviting the public to participate demonstrated that we 
are not alone in concern over a qualitative erosion of our community. 


To put it candidly, zoning is an effort by the majority to protect 
itself from a very small minority. One single undesirable addition, 
eithcr commercial! or domestic, can measurably down-grade an en- 
tire community. It is this from which we seek protection. 


Zoning is not an attempt to restrict personal freedom. This 
statement assumes, of course, that no one claims his personal free- 
dom includes his rights to damage others. Seen from this point of 
view it is difficult to understand much opposition to zoning. The 
only difficult — but not insoluable — problem is the wording of a 
fair By-Law. 


Such a tentative By-Law is printed in our 1969 Warrant as a 
Special Article, placed there by the petition of an independent group 
of citizens. We suggest that you study its several sections with the 
idea in mind of bringing with you prepared alterations or amend- 
ment: so that this Special Article may be used as a frame work. In 
the bright light of an Annual Town Meeting we might, by deletions 
and additions hammer out an acceptable and desirable statute. 


General experience has demonstrated that passage of a fair 
zoning law invariably increases the value of every piece of property 
in a town.

The Board of Selectmen organized as follows at their first 
meeting: Glenn T. Brown, Chairman of the Board and Chairman of 
the Board of Public Health; James H. Cromack, Clerk of the Board; 
Sanford W. Hager, third member and representative to the Vet- 
erans’ Service. 


Progress has continued on Chapter 90 work on Jacksonville 
Road. This year approximately three quarters of a mile was com- 
pleted. Work layouts and land takings have been resolved bringing 
this work project to the North River Bridge. 


Members of the Board of Health have had many discussions 
in the past few years about the problems concerning the town dump. 
A rodent control program was carried out and it proved to be of a 
great help but eliminated only part of the nuisance. In the spring 
of 1959 we are moved to initiate a new program of maintaining the 
dump. A modified land fill type of dump was agreed upon. 


The reports of the individual departments will provide a more 
detailed account. of happenings and accomplishments within the 
town. 


We would like to take this opportunity to thank Elmer Stacy 
for his faithful and dedicated service as Town Moderator. Mr. Stacy 
has served in this capacity for twenty-seven continuous years. 


We ave sure that in 1969 this office shall again be confronted 
with many unresolved problems and we solicit the cooperation and 
understanding of our townspeople.

REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


The following is the librarian’s report for Griswold Memorial 
Library for the year 1968. 


Book circulation was as follows: adult books 3158; juvenile 
books 2610; total 5768. Miss Grace Baker of the Western Regional 
Library reported 674 books loaned to the library, and 997 books 
loaned to Colrain Central School and other stops in town. The num- 
ber was smaller this year because of impaired bookmobile service 
due to the illness of personnel. Two recording companies have given 
records to the library, and record circulation was 153. There were 
48 new registrations. 


New books added to the library totalled 215, of which 170 were 
adult and 45 juvenile books. Included are three new Webster’s dic- 
tionaries, Biographical, Geographical and Dictionary of Synonyms; 
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and a set of five Art books of Great Museums of the World. Donors 
of books and magazines this year have included Charles Ainsworth, 
Mr. and Mrs. C. O. Aschmann, Mr. and Mrs. James Bowen, Mrs. 
Robert Caswell, Charles Mayer, Fred Muehl, Clarence Paye, Mrs. 
Evelyn Pennegar, Herbert Saunders, Mr. and Mrs. Walter Schnei- 
der, Mrs. Richard Sedgewick, Mrs. Carl Sewall and Miss Jo Anne 
Urban. Gift books not needed at the library were donated to the 
hospital. 


Seventy-two state certificates for reading were awarded as 
follows: Grade VI- 42; Grade V- 23; and Grade IV- 7. Five of these 
were honor certificates. 


Miss Winnifred Curtis of Greenfield showed slides and spoke 
of her trip to England at the National Library Week program in 
April. Library open house was observed and refreshments were 
served by the trustees. 


A summer reading program was conducted for children of 
grades 1-6. On the closing evening movies were shown, certificates 
awarded, and all attending children were treated to candy. 


Kindergarten and first grade pupils, accompanied by their 
teachers, visited the library and enjoyed movies and a story hour. 


Flower boxes with red geraniums were added to the steps and 
balconies of the library and added to the beauty of the building. 


Your librarian took two courses, Library as a Reference Center 
and Programs and Services for Children, at the University of New 
Hampshire in July. Mrs. Pearl Germain and Charles Mayer sub- 
stituted at the desk during her absence. Miss Elaine Lively is the 


present substitute.

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REPORT OF THE BOARD OF HEALTH 


The Board of Health functioned in 1968 as it has in former years, 
maintaining records of reported cases of contagious diseases. One 
notable observation is that the incidents of contagious diseases re- 
ported to be in the community has undergone marked changes from 
the past. Chicken pox continues to be the one involving the greatest 
number of people. Measles and German Measles are reported with 
increasingly less frequency, and now that the program of innocula- 
tion against measles is being carried out, this disease is undergoing 
marked diminution. 


Inspections of water supplies and sewage disposal arrangements 
were made and measures taken to improve conditions were done. 


The immunization program that has been carried out annually 
involving the use of triple toxoids was given with an excellent re- 
sponse on the part of the parents. It is noted that the number of 
children appearing at these clinics, is gradually lessening because of 
the innoculations being done at the offices of their private physicians. 


The year ended with much talk of and increasing numbers of a 
new type of influenza that had arisen in Hong Kong. The full im- 
pact of this influenza epidemic was not realized at the end of the 
year, but the outlook did not seem to be as severe as predicted. 


The Well-Child Conference which is sponsored by the Board of 
Health took place in the Colrain School. This was done as a result 
of the planning of Mrs. Hazel Pickwell and the workers whom she 
solicited for the program. Physical examinations were made and 
innoculations given by Dr. John Olson. The Board once again offers 
thanks to all who assisted in these various programs to improve the 
overall health of our citizens.

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REPORT OF VETERANS’ SERVICE AGENT 


To the Board of Selectmen of the Town of Colrain: 


Herewith is my fourth annual and final report as Director and 
Veterans’ Agent of the Western Franklin Veterans Service District. 


Office contacts numbered 2,842 for the year with a partial break- 
down of the following services rendered:

There has been 250 applications processed by this office for the 
Vietnam Bonus. This figure represents a total of $53,700.00 that 
has been or will be paid to Veterans residing in the eleven towns 
comprising the Western Franklin Veterans Service District. For the 
town of Colrain the monetary figure is $8,600.00 and represents 39 
applications by veterans entering the service subsequent to July 1, 
1958 from Colrain. 


Records available within the District Office indicate that there 
are approximately 160 veterans within the District who are eligible 
for this benus and who have not, at this writing, made application. 


As a result of the Vietnam Bonus law passed in July 1968, vet- 
erans folders now number 2340 which represents an increase of 140 
folders over last year. 


Of particular concern to returning veterans who plan to fur- 
ther their education is Chapter 601 of the Acts of 1966 as amended 
by Chapter 480 of the Acts of 1968 which authorizes tuition free at- 
tendance at any state supported institution of higher learning with- 
in the Commonwealth. Interested veterans should seek further. in- 
formation concerning this law from this office. 


We have knowledge of 8 young men from towns in the District 
who entered active service during 1968. It should be noted that our 
only notification of entry is from the local Selective Service Board 
and does not include entry by direct enlistment. 
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$54.30 was collected and turned over to the District Treasurer 
for non-veteran photostatic copy work during the year. 


$360.67 was collected and turned over to the District Treasurer 
for grave markers and flags during 1968. The District maintains a 
supply of markers and flags to be used by member towns. 


Durirg the year this office assisted in the preparation of 42 
applications for federal and state benefits. As of this writing, 34 
applications have been approved and awards granted. This repre- 
sents a monetary income to the District of $31,601.52 annually, of 
which veterans and dependents of the town of Colrain will receive 
$6,196.20 annually. In addition to actual monetary income are the 
benefits veterans received at state and federal hospitals and clinics 
for which a dollar value cannot be assigned. 


Our public assistance program, or veterans benefits furnished 
financial aid to 38 families with a total of 75 persons involved. 
$39,008.55 was expended by member towns during 1968 of which 
1% or $19,504.27 will be reimbursed by the commonwealth. Expen- 
ditures by category for the town of Colrain follows: 


Ordinary Benefits, $3,232.51; Fuel, $1,052.84; Doctor, $58.80; 
Hospital, $1,096.24; Drugs, $774.07; Dental, $429.00; Misc. 
(Includes Optical, Insurance, Home Repairs, etc.) $668.54. 
Total Expenditures, $7,312.00. 


The District Office is located in Memorial Hall, Bridge Street, 
Shelburne Falls and is open from 8:00 A.M. to 4:00 P.M. Monday 
thru Friday. The office phone number is 625-2000. 


It was with sincere regret that I found it necessary to submit 
my resignation as Director and Veterans Agent to the District Com- 
mittee effective December 31, 1968. My work during this past 37 
months has been most rewarding. The District Committee has se- 
lected a dedicated and capable individual in Mr. Clyde H. Churchill 
to assume the Directorship of the District on January 1, 1969. My 
sincere thanks to the District Board for their corporation and guid- 
ance. My very best wishes to Mr. Churchill during the coming 
years. |

FIRE CHIEF’S REPORT 


The year 1968 has been a busy one for the Fire Dept. 
We received 24 fire calls, plus 49 ambulance calls. 


The fire calls consisted of 6 mutual aid calls, 4 chimney fires, 
9 grass and brush fires, 2 fires involving automobiles, 2 oil burner 
explosions involving dwellings, and one call for a bomb threat at 
Kendall Mills. 


Our rnutual aid calls consisted of 2 assists to the Town of Rowe 
during their disastrous forest fire, we aided Shelburne at the Sweet- 
heart Tea House fire, the fire at the Root Residence, and the fire 
at John Benz Farm in East Shelburne. 


We also participated in a test run for Mohawk Regional School. 
The Firemen’s Association responded to 49 ambulance calls. 


Our present ambulance needs replacing and the Firemen’s As- 
sociation has taken the necessary action to correct the situation. 


We have on order, to be delivered the latter part of February, 
a new Ambulance Conversion unit which will be a first of its kind 
in the area, although they are popular in mid-west and many of our 
cities. These are the same type in use in our nation’s capital. They 
are very versatile and far more economical to buy and operate. 


This unit will cost the Firemen’s Association nearly $10,000. 
As you can see, this is quite an undertaking, and will require your 
cooperation and contributions to succeed. 


It wil! be fully equipped to carry (4) prom patients, plus all 
necessary emergency equpiment, as required by the state. 
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Due to the rising costs I have asked for a very nominal in- 
crease in the maintenance and equipment appropriation. 


Things to look to for the future: 


Our o!d truck should be replaced with a 1000 gal. tanker. It is 
now 26 years old, and abandoned by the Fire Underwriters. A tank- 
er is of great assistance in a rural community where water is hard 
to obtain. 


Many of our homes are void of an ample supply of water, with 
which to fight a fire. 


Very few farms have water holes. And those who have them 
are not making them available for fire use during the winter 
months. 


There would be much valuable time lost trying to reach many 
of our water holes in case of fire. 


In clesing, I would like to remind you that the firemen, will 
be holding an auction early in the spring, and we are looking for 
donations of any saleable items.

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Colrain for the period from January 1, 


1966, the date of the previous examination, to May 13, 1967, and 
submit the following report thereon: 


The financial transactions of the several departments receiv- 
ing or disbursing money for the town or sending out bills for col- 
lection were examined and checked. 


Ledger accounts were compiled, and a balance sheet, which is 
appended to this report, was prepared showing the financial con- 
dition of the town on May 13, 1967. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were examined 
and checked in detail. The recorded receipts were analyzed and 
checked with the records of the departments making payments to the 
treasurer and with other sources from which money was paid into 
the town treasury, while the expenditures were compared with 
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the selectmen’s warrants and with the classified record of pay- 
ments. The cash balance on May 13, 1967 was proved by reconcilia- 
tion of the bank balance with a statement furnished by the de- 
pository, by inspection of the savings bank book, and by actual 
count of the cash in the office. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the invest- 
ment of the trust and investment funds in the custody of the town 
treasurer and the library treasurer were examined and listed. The 
income was proved and all other transactions were verified. 


The records of payroll deductions on account of Federal and 
State taxes, the county and teachers’ retirement systems, Blue 
Cross and Blue Shield, and group insurance were examined and 
checked. The deductions were listed, the payments to the proper 
agencies were verified, and the balances in the general treasury on 
May 13, 1967 were proved. 


The records of town and district tax titles were examined 
and checked. The amounts transferred to the tax title account were 
checked with the collector’s books, and the tax titles on hand 
were listed and compared with the records at the Registry of 
Deeds. 


The payments on account of maturing debt and interest were 
checked with the amounts falling due and with the cancelled 
securities and coupons on file. The coupons outstanding on May 
13, 1967 were listed and checked with the amount on deposit in 
the bond and coupon account. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked. The accounts outstanding at the time of the previous 
examination, as well as all subsequent commitment lists of town 
and district taxes and excise, were audited and reconciled with the 
assessors’ warrants. The recorded collections were checked, the 
payments to the town and district treasurers were verified, the 
abatements as recorded were checked with the assessors’ records of 
abatement granted, the transfers to the tax title account were 
verified, and the outstanding accounts were listed and proved. 


To further verify the outstanding accounts, notices were 
mailed to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the accounts, as listed, are ee a 


The wnnroRianGns as voted were listed from the town clerk’s 
records of town meetings, and the amounts voted were compared 
with the aggregate appropriations raised by the assessors in the 
computation of the 1966 tax rate. : 
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The financial transactions of the town clerk were examined 
and checked. The receipts for dog and sporting licenses, as well 
as from gasoline registrations, were checked with the records 
of licenses issued. The payments to the treasurer and to the Di- 
vision of Fisheries and Game were verified, and the cash on hand 
May 13, 1967 was proved by actual count. 


_ The surety bonds on file for the several officials required to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties were 
examined and found to be in proper order. 


The receipts of the selectmen, as well as of the police, high- 
way, public welfare, veterans’ services, and school departments, 
and of all other departments collecting money for the town or send- 
ing out bills for collection, were examined. The recorded collections 
were checked with the treasurer’s cash receipts and the outstand- 
ing accounts were listed and proved. 


The books and accounts of the treasurer of the Griswold Memo- 
rial Library .were examined. The receipts and payments were 
checked, and the cash balance on May 13, 1967 was proved by 
reconciliation of the bank balance with a statement furnished by 
the bank of deposit and by actual count of the cash in the office. 


There are appended to this report, in addition to the balance 
sheet, tables showing reconciliations of the several cash accounts, 
summaries of the tax, excise, and departmental accounts, as well 
as schedules showing the transactions and condition of the trust and 
investment funds. 


During the progress of the audit cooperation was extended by 
all town officials, for which, on behalf of my assistants and for 
myself, I wish to express appreciation.

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REPORT OF MOHAWK TRAIL 
REGIONAL SCHOOL DISTRICT COMMITTEE 


Of the more significant happenings of the past year were the 
substantial completion of the School Plant which all had the oppor- 
tunity to inspect on the day of dedication in September, and the 
graduation of the first class, the Class of 1968 from Mohawk Trail 
Regional School. It is heartening to find that of the 109 students who 
graduated, 71% have planned to go on to higher education. Also, the 
first contract negotiated between the Mohawk Trail Regional School 
District Committee and the Mohawk Trail Teachers’ Association was 
signed on June 20, 1968. This culminated about five months of negot- 
lating in reaching agreement. Much time and effort was put in by 
the Sub-committees involved and for the Committee, Mr. Harold 
Harris was Chairman with Mr. Kendall Abbott, Mr. Russell Denison, 
Miss Doris Askew and Mr. H. Michael Smith also serving. For the 
Mohawk Teachers’ Association, Paul Levy, David Backlin and James 
Piehl made up the negotiating team. Serving as legal counsel for the 
Committee was Attorney Robert Nowak and John Sullivan served as 
counsel for the Teachers’ Association. 


NEW PROGRAMS AND SYSTEMS 


An Adult Evening Program was initiated as recommended by 
Superintendent Dr. Benedict L. Margarone. This program will begin 
in January. 


About a year ago the Committee approved the membership of 
the Mohawk Trail Regional School District in the New England 
Educational Data System, which provides computer scheduling and 
report cards, and the scoring of Guidance Department Tests. This 
service is now being used successfully. 


A fire pond has been constructed on the east side of the School 
to provide additional fire protection. 


In June the Committee voted to install the Tel-Guard System in 
the School, both for fire and burglary protection. This System has 
been installed and is now operational. 


OTHER COMMITTEE ACTION 


In January the Committee voted to request our State Represent- 
ative and Senator to take whatever steps are necessary to reverse 
the Directive of the State Department of Education to force K-12 
Regionalization. 


In March the Committee went on record in favor of proposed 
Legislation for salaries to School District Committee Members and 
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this message was carried to the Area V District Meeting of the Mas- 
sachusetts School Committees Association, which also voted in favor 
of proposed Legislation for salaries to District School Committee 
Members. 


In May it was voted that the Administration be instructed to 
investigate the possibility of including a Sex Education Program 
within the curriculum of the School. 


The Committee gratefully accepted the sum of $585.00 to be set 
aside as the “Marion Purington Doran Fund” to be used to purchase 
books for the School Library. 


ADMINISTRATION 

In the Spring, Dr. Benedict L. Margarone was hired under a two 
year contract to serve as Superintendent of Schools of the Mohawk 
Trail Regional School District. He started his duties on July 1, 1968, 
right after the expiration of the Contract of Roy A. Bither, Jr. who 
was the District’s first Superintendent. Dr. Margarone comes to us 
from Milton, Massachusetts. He has substantial background in teach- 
ing and guidance counseling. He has served as Department Head 
and successfully completed an Administrative Internship Program in 
the Boston Public Schools. He indicates that he enjoys the area and 
finds the work challenging. 


BUDGET 


In November the Committee adopted a Gross Operating Budget 
of $837,452.00 and a Gross Capital Budget of $241,600.00 for the year 
1969.

At this meeting the Committee 
voted a well deserved thank you to Clement Record for the many 
long and tedious hours he spent as Chairman of the Mohawk Trail 
Regional School District Committee. 


On November 13, 1968, Clement Record was elected Treasurer 
of the District to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Ralph Wells. 

Mr. Edmund F. Smith from Buckland is now serving on the 
Committee to fill the vacancy caused by the death of Ralph Wells.

REPORT OF ACTING SUPERINTENDENT 


Industry, insurance, real estate, engineering, medicine — and 
finally education — have fully recognized the need for accreditation 
or licensing. In your schools today, where over seventy-five percent 
of your tax dollar is spent, every professional, the superintendent, 
principals, supervisors, counselors and classroom teachers, K-12, has 
to meet specific educational and training requirements. And yet the 
school committees, the people who rule and, today, too many times 
overrule, can be elected to their posts without even possessing an 
elementary school education. The mastery of community structure, 
basic modern economics, and the psychological and educational needs 
of children is in no way required. Any school committeeman may 
impose any outmoded brand of ignorance or prejudice upon the 
administration and ultimately upon the ideas presented to your 
children. 
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Since no standard is prescribed by law it is necessary that you, 
the voting public, must see that quality people are selected and 
elected: people whose values and viewpoints are conducive to carry- 
ing out programs that will prepare your children to live and work 
in the space age, not the horse and buggy age. After you have 
elected these citizens, watch how the money of your towns is being 
spent. Observe the letting of contracts, particularly when board 
members are earning money from the school district they represent. 
Protect your right to be informed of actions taken that too often 
are hidden in the so-called “executive sessions”. Search the philoso- 
phies of your school committeemen. We have on our regional school 
boards men and women who are openly hostile to the very concept 
of regional school districts. It is no wonder this area has had so 
many problems with its school administrators and the State Depart- 
ment of Education. 


Lastly and most important is: assist and openly support those 
school committeemen who are trying to do their collective best to 
provide your children with an education that will prepare them to 
survive in the challenging years beyond the year 2000.
